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SWIM  TEAM  BREAKS  TWELVE 
RECORDS  IN  FOUR  MEETS 


After  winning  three  out  of  four 
swimming  meets  this  season,  the 
Demon  tankmen  travel  to  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  on  February  27-28  to 
compete  in  the  Southern  Regional 
Swimming  Championship  meet 
being  staged  there.  This  meet  will 
bring  the  Demons  into  competi- 
tion with  the  finest  swimmers  in 
the  entire  South.  Incidentally,  it 
will  give  them  another  opportunity 
to  meet  the  swimmers  from  Florida 
State  University,  the  only  team  to 
defeat  them  in  competition  this 
year.  Florida  has  one  of  the 
South's  best  swim  teams  and  ranks 
high  nationally. 

Records  Broken 
In  the  four  meets  held  this  year 
records  have  been  made  and 
broken  in  almost  every  meet. 
Twelve  records  have  been  broken 
or  bettered  this  season,  a  fact 
which  indicates  the  keen  competi- 
tion and  improved  swimming  of 
both  the  Demons  and  the  swim- 
mers of  the  opposition.  The  rec- 
ords broken  are  commonly  re- 
ferred to  as  college  or  pool  rec- 
ords. A  college  record  is  one  made 
by  a  Northwestern  State  swimmer 
or  swimmers  and  may  be  set  either 
at  the  N.  S.  C.  pool  or  at  a  com- 
petitor's pool.  However,  no  one 
but  a  swimmer  from  the  College 
can  break  a  college  record  because 
this  is  exclusively  a  record  made 
by  our  own  tankmen.  An  oppon- 
ent mav  better  the  college  record, 
but  this  does  not  change  the  rec- 
ord. 

On  the  other  hand  a  pool  rec- 
ord may  be  made  by  the  home 
team  or  by  the  opposition.  It  is  a 
record  made  in  the  NSC  pool  by 
any  swinnner  competing  in  our 
pool. 

In  the  first  meet  of  the  year 
against  Little  Rock  Boys  Club  two 
records  were  set.  Mike  Torrans 
set  a  pool  record  of  1:11.01  in  the 
100-yd.  individual  medley  relay. 
Tommv  Kehoe  set  a  new  pool  and 
college  record  of  2:20.9  in  the 
200-yard  freestyle  event. 

The  Demons  next  met  the 
Southern  Methodist  University 
Mustangs,  water  variety,  and  three 
new  records  were  set.  Two 
were  made  by  the  Demons  and 
one  by  the  Mustangs.  Johnny 
Cunningham.  Vlyron  Lockey,  and 
Lyle  Dill  man  (NSC)  set  a  new 
300-yd.  medley  relay  record  of 
3:09.4;  Al  Killgore  (SMU)  set  a 
new  pool  record  of  1 :03  in  the 
lOO-yd.  individual  medley;  and 
Dean  Clark,  Cunningham,  Kehoe, 
and  Dillman  (N.SC)  set  a  new 
college  and  pool  record  of  3:46.4 
in  the  400-yard  relay.

SEASON  IN  1953

squadmen,  and  a  score  of  fresh- 
i;lji  men  and  newcomers  expected  to 
report  for  first  call  for  the  track 
season.

S.A.A.U.  Women's  Championships  Feafure  Star  Swimmer 


Frida\  and  Saturday.  March  13 
and  14.  will  be  two  big  days  in 
aquatics  for  women,  when  the 
Northwestern  State  College  plays 
host  to  the  S.  A.  A.  U.  Senior 
Women's  Indoor  Open  Swimming, 
Diving,  and  Synchronized  Swim- 
ming Championships.  The  two- 
day  program  will  feature  a  guest 
appearance  of  Beulah  Gundling, 
the  world's  outstanding  exponent 
of  synchronized  swimming. 

The  competitive  meet  is  open  to 
any  amateur  women  swimmers, 
and  five  teams  have  already  ex- 
pressed intentions  to  enter.  Mer- 
maids from  Little  Rock,  Minden, 
New  Orleans  Country  Club,  Audu- 
bon Swim  Club  of  New  Orleans, 
and  Northwestern  State  College 
have  already  indicated  that  they 
will  be  present,  and  others  are  ex- 
pected to  file  entries  before  the 
deadline  of  March  11. 

In  addition  to  a  complete  meet 
of  swimming  and  diving,  there 
will  be  competition  in  solo,  duet, 
and  team  synchronized  swimming. 
Gold,  silver,  and  bronze  medals 
will  be  awarded  to  winners  of  1st, 
2nd,  and  3rd  place  winners  in  all 
individual  and  team  events,  in- 
cluding   the    synchronized    swim- 


ming competition.  A  trophy  will 
be  awarded  to  the  team  amassing 
the  greatest  number  of  points  in 
the  competitive  swimming. 

A  special  attraction  will  be 
Beulah  Gundling  of  Cedar  Rapids, 
Iowa,  three-time  United  States 
National  A.  A.  U.  solo  champion, 
with  her  husband,  Henry  Gundl- 
ing, who  is  her  coach  and  man- 
ager. Mrs.  Gundling  has  con- 
ducted clinics  and  given  exhibi- 
tions throughout  the  United  States, 
Finland.  Canada,  Argentina,  and 
Bermuda. 

She  represented  the  United 
States  at  tlie  Pan-American  Games 
in  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  in  ex- 
hibitions of  synchronized  swim- 
ming, after  which  the  sport  was 
voted  in  as  a  competitive  event  for 
future  Pan-American  Games. 

During  the  recent  Olympic 
Games  at  Helsinki,  Finland,  she 
represented  the  United  States  by 
invitation  in  an  exhibition  of 
synchronized  swimming.  A  spe- 
cial request  was  extended  her  for 
an  exhibition  before  the  Duke  of 
Edinburgh,  the  Duke  of  Kent,  and 
Prince  Bernhart  of  the  Nether- 
lands. Mrs.  Gundling's  final  syn- 
chronized exhibition  on  Saturday 
evening.  "Thunderbird,"  was  com- 


posed especially  for  the  1952 
Olympic  Games. 

Mrs.  Gundling  lias  been  active 
in  speed  swimming,  diving,  life- 
saving,  and  water-safety  work.  In 
speed  swimming  she  holds  a  num- 
ber of  A.  A.  U.  medals  in  free- 
style, backstroke,  breaststroke,  and 
individual  medley  events. 

Usually  the  composition  of  syn- 
chronized routines  is  done  by  the 
swimmer's  coach.  Beulah  not 
only  creates  her  own  swimming 
routines  but  also  designs  and 
makes  all  her  own  costumes. 

Since  her  first  entry  in  com- 
petitive synchronized  swimming  in 
August,  1948,  Beulah  Gundling 
has  made  over  100  appearances  in 
exhibitions,  clinics,  water  shows, 
and  competition.  She  has  per- 
formed in  14  states,  43  cities,  and 
5  countries  including  the  United 
States,  and  15  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  the  United  States.
